LONDON, July 9.—Halicz, the key to Lemberg, capital of Gali-

Ciezov, one of the vil- 
lages taken, is several miles southwest of Jezupol ‘and on the Lem- 


berg-Stanislau railway.

The Mack left the Soo light «bout 


midnight but was undoubteily de- 
layed by fog, which was very thick 
this morning. 

Fog Thick 


A dense fog following the heavy 
thunderstorm of last night has over- 
hung this section, Many steamers 
came to anchor during the night and 
morning or proceeded very slowly, 

A dispatch tonight from Lighthouse 
Keeper Carlson confirms the collision 
between the Manitoba and Mack, Carl- 
gon says: 

“The steamers Mack and Manitoba 
collided in a dense fog at three P.M., 
off the end of Whitefish Point. The 
Mack has a hole torn in her forward 
quarter four by twelve abreast of 
No. 3 hatch on the port side four feet 
below the water line, another hole two 
hy four feet, four feet above the water 
line by the Manitoba's anchor. After 
colliding the Manitoba went on with- 
out stopping while the Mack headed 
for the shore where she lsted in a 
sinking condition in twenty feet of wa- 
ter near the lighthouse, The crew 
aboard are safe,” 


Couldn't Find Mack 


The Canadian canal reports the 
Manitoba arrived at nine o'clock to- 
night. The first question asked by 
Captain MeIntyre was: 

“Have you heard anything of the 
steamer I collided with in Whitefish 
Bay?" He was very anxious about 
her and was greatly relieved when told 
that the Mack's crew were al! safe, 

Captain McIntyre held his boat in 
the vicinity of the accident for nearly 
two hours in an endeavor to locate 
the steamer and assist it if necessary. 
The fog was so thick that he could not 
find her again. The Manitoba struck 
the Mack a glancing blow, sustaining 
only a little brulse on her starboard 
bow and losing one anchor, Both 
steamers were proceeding under 
check in the fog.

AIR RAID DISCUSSED 
IN SECRET SESSION 


Pays Tribute To Demeanor 
Of People — No 
Panic,

LONDON, May 9.—‘The govern- 
ment now hoped soon to be able to 
meet not only the requirements of the 
army in France, but to provide suffici- 
ent airplanes to make it impossible for 
the Germans to come here without 
losses which would persuade them. it 
was not worth their while to come,” 


This was:the-announcement mads’ 


by Premier Lloyd George at the secret 
session of the house of commons this 
evening, according to the official ac- 
count, It was stated that twenty-two 
airplanes of the Gotha bombing type 
took part in the raid on London last 
Saturday. Three of the raiders were 
destroyed and six machines of pro- 
tecting squadrons also were destroyed. 


No Complete Protection 

The premier said the attack In fact 
had not been made with impunity. He 
wished to point out that the first fact 
the house should get into its mind 
was that complete protection in the 
air could never be secured, The near- 
est approach to immunity lay in mak- 
ing their visits so costly that they 
would not become worth the Germans’ 
while. He wished to point out that 
during the last four or five months our 
naval bombing airplanes had dropped 
over seventy tons of explosives on 
German airdromes in northern Bel- 
gium and had dropped six tons on 
those very airdromes the night preced- 
ing the raid, whereas, the total number 
dropped by thy Germans here was 
only two tons, 

“If airplanes could be provided both 
at the front and for defense against 
raids,” said the premier, “it would of 
course, be done; if not the army must 
come first, and it is vitally important 
that the Germans should know it, He 
feared that some of the articles in the 
press might prevent the Germans from 
knowing it. 

How People Faced it. 

“He saw something of the people in 
the raided district a few hours after- 
ward, We never saw people face dis- 
aster with greater cheerfulness and 
constancy. Nowhere were there signs 
of panic,” 

“The premier said he was certain 
that if the people of the country real- 
ized that all our strength for the mo- 
ment must be put into establishing 
Supremacy in the air in order to win 
victory at the front they would be pre- 
pared to take risks, which, after all, 
were not comparable to the risks run 
by our soldiers, 

“The Germans had made prodigious 
efforts for air supremacy in the last 
twelve months,” he said. 

Increased Output 

“We in the last six months have in- 
creased enormously our.capacity for 
turning out machines; have extended 
existing works; built new ones, and 
added more than 23,000 men to the 
workmen in the works, The govern- 
ment had quickened production and 
improved the type of the machines. 

“The government's information was 
that Germany's capacity production 
was inadequate to compete with the 
provision Great Britain has made. 

“Up to this time, however, the in- 
crease only had been gradual as 
measures taken at an earlier cate had 
not yet had time to reach full fruition, 
but production was now going up by 
leaps and bounds. eWe would indeed 
have been far better off now but for 
the strike in April, which lost us be- 
tween 150 to 200 machines.”

English And French Members Vie 
To Make Suggestions Of 
Improvement.

OTTAWA, July 9,—Consideration of 
the details Jf the Military Service bil! 
was continued in committee of the 
house today. There was an almost 
complete absence of partisan feeling, 
and members on both sides of the 
house, both English and French, ap- 
peared to vie with each other in mak- 
ing suggestions which in their opinion 
would improve the bill. 

Several clauses of the bill were fin- 
ally disposed of by the commitee and 
others were partially passed, certain 
sub-sections being held over for fur- 
ther consideration. Those included a 
sub-section of clause six providing for 
a board of selection to be established 
by Joint resolution of the commons 
and senate, which shall name two 
members of all local tribunals, 

Sir Robert Borden said that no de- 
finite conclusion had been reached as 
to the proper constitution of the board 
and that suggestions would be wel- 
comed, On the suggestion of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier the sub-section stood over, 

The only formal amendment moved 
was one by F. B. Carvell providing 
that when the minister of militia takes 
ain appeal from the lower tribunal he 
should make a deposit to cover the 
costs of the appeal so that there would 
be no unfairness to the person con- 
cerned, 

The prime minister thought the 
suggestion worthy of consideration 
and the matter stood over for further 
consideration, 

When the penalties clause was un- 
der discussion, H. B. Morphy and 
others suggested a more drastic meas- 
ure, He sugegsted ten years penalty 
for desertion and five years for failure 
to report. 

Fred Pardee remarked that the ob- 
ject of the bill was to make soldiers, 
not outlaws, 

Mr. Meighen agreed. The object of 
the bill, he said, was to provide rein- 
forcements, and not to make jail 
birds, 

Before the consideration of the bill 
was resumed Sir Sam Hughes repeat- 
ed his former statements as to the 
letting up in recrulting in 1916 and 
asserted that Sir Thomas White had 
said on two ceccasions that Canada 
had done her duty. Sir Thoinas was 
not present.

For Fresh Machine For Another 


Trial—Show Formally Opened By Hon. Duncan Marshall—Fine

The most dramatic incident of the fair yesterday was when Miss 
Katherine Stinson’s aeroplane, after making a good start from the 
western end of the race track enclosure and rising some 20 feet from 
the ground, got beyond the aviator’s control, swerved around until 
it was headed right for the grandstand, plunged earthward as its 
occupant cut off the engine and skidded sideways over the grass 
with a snapping of wheels and gear, while dirt and turf flew through 
the air and for one fearful instant it looked as though the machine 
were going to pitchpole end over end to ruin and destruction, 

For a full minute the hundreds of spectators in the stands sat 
as if they had been turned to stone and the spectators who lined the 


enclosure were equally petrified. 


Then, as it was seen that the 


machine was not completely smashed and Miss Stinson was seen to 
rise in her place in the fusilage, an audible sigh of relief arose and 
from every quarter men came running to the aid of the plucky young 
woman, whose attempt to give the exhibition flight which all were 
waiting for had ended so unfortunately. 


Aviator Not Hurt 


Miss Stinson was entirely uninjured. 
“I wasn't hurt a bit," she said to The 
Bulletin, “Isn't it too bad? I am so 
sorry it happened. The controls of the 
machine were so stiff that I could not 
handle them and | had to land in a 
hurry. I didn’t want to fly into the 
grandstand. You see this was not 
my regular machine which was dam- 
aged in Calgary. It was one I had had 
sent on from Chicago and I was not 
used to it. 

“T have sent for my other machine 
and it will be up from Calgary in the 
morning. I will take the engine from 
the machine which was damaged to- 
night and put it into the other. I 
hope to give Edmonton a good exhibi- 
tion with it.” 

Just how long it will take to equip 
Miss Stinson'’s second machine with 
the new engine is one of those things 
which cannot be stated with any de- 
gree of positiveness, Undoubtedly her 
mechanicans will work with the ut- 
most expedition and it will not be a 
very long job. Miss Stinson is eager 
to get going. It is promised that 
when she does make a flight she will 
drop some paper bombs into the re- 
turnel soldiers’ trenches on the fair 
grounds, 

Wish Her Good Luck 


Last year Miss Stinson made some 
of the most successful and satisfactory 
flights in her career in Edmonton, She 
did not miss one and returned to the 
fair grounds every time. Her many 
friends regret the bad luck which 
seems to attend her on this trip, par- 
ticularly as this is her financial loss 
and not the Exhibition’s when she 
fails to make a flight. All Edmonton 
is sincerely wishing her quick repairs 
and easy sailing in the future. 

Meanwhile the machine in which 
she essayed to go aloft last night is 
quite badly damaged as to its running 
gear. The under wheels are crumpled 
up and the propeller blades are also 
somewhat broken. 

Fine Weather for the Fair 

Tn all other respects the Exhibition 
got away to a splendid start. Favored 
by superb weather conditions the at- 
tendance was very satisfactory indeed. 
The exhibition itself is one of the 
best ever seen in Canada both in the 
quantity and the quality of the ex- 
hibits, and in the high order of excel- 
lence of the many and varied attrac- 
tions presented by the management.

1926 Passes Used

cluding horse drawn and automobiles, 
passed the gates free of charge, Last 
year these vehicles paid a fee.

pounding incessantly an unseen enemy 
with results that historians will never be 
able to accurately chronicle. 

The nre Just two faults to be found 
with mashing the Hindenburg Line, 
which is being shown at the Monarch 
theatre this week: First, the picture could 
have been and shoutd have been condensed 
to half its present length. Second, — the 
cutting room should have iminated at 
least fifty percent of the scenes showing 
Infantry marching, Perhaps if the former 
had been done “Smashing the Hindenburg 
Line’ would not be of suffictent interest 
to warrant exploitation as a film of such 
treraendous import as the manufacturers 
evidently intended ft. On the other hand 
if the latter had been done it ts reasonable 
to believe that this pleture would be one 
of the sensations of the war so far as 
motion pietures ure concerned. 

Viewing these pictures in the spirit of 
one who has never considered motion ple 
tures of the war with any degree of seri 
ousness one Is struck with the utter bar- 
barity of a people who wantonly raze tand 
marks that can never be replaced, destroys 
buildings that have been monuments never 
to be rebuilt, of a past generation, a gen 
eration far more artistic and less com 
mercial than the present The ruins of 
Bapaume and Peronne after the Germans 
finished thelr ruthless bombardment are 
provocative of nothing short of disgust 
chiefly because the destruction of these 
places seem so futile In the Nght of revela- 
tions since the bombardment. 

One of the most impressive scenes in the 
eutire pleture fs the sugar refinery so 
frequently mentioned in dispatches as hav- 
ing changed hands as many times as the 
bone of contention on a hard-fought for 
line. This famous structure which is des 
tined to occupy a place In history as prom 
nent as Rheims Cathedral has been re 
duced ont only to ribbons but to ruins by 
the incessant shelling from both sides 
Today it is nothing more nor less than a 
heap of wood and scrap fron; as shown In 
the film, 

The famous “tanks” are shown at their 
best.

services should be secured, 

Mr. Mouat's New Work 

Attached to tho comptroller-gener- 
al's department will be an auditor of 
Cisbursements, an auditor of receipts, 
and «a purchasing agent, and upon 
taking over his new duties the comp- 
troller-general will proceed with the 
reorganization of the department at 
present under the control of the audi- 
tor-general. Mr, Mouat, who has been 
in the service of the City of Edmonton 
since 1913, first a5 auditor, and for the 
past two and a half years as comp- 
troller, has tencvered his resignation to 
the council, and asks to be released 
not later than the 20th inst, 

His resignation will be received »with 
freat regret by the city council, who 
are aware of his fine qualifications anil 
the excellence of the work carried out 
under his direction, 

Mr, Mouat is a chartered account- 
ant, a member of the Dominion Asso- 
ciation of Chartered Accountants, and 
of the Institute of Churtered Account- 
ants of Manitoba and Alberia.

ile has had a curcer which reflects 
no small credit upon his energy and 
perserverance. Born in Scotland he 
came to Canada in 1882 and com- 
menced work in the audit department 
of the C. P. R. of Winnipeg. In 1886 
he went to the Hudson's Bay Co. of 
Winnipeg and was with them for 20 
years, leaving when having attained 
the post of comptroller. 

A part of his work when with the 
Hudson's Bay Co. was to organize the 
whole of their business in Yukon and 
Alaska.

The telegram read: G. J. Kinnaird, 
10427 100th Ave., Edmonton: Deeply 
regret to inform you that No. 718189, 
Gunner Douglas Kinnaird, artillery, 
ofticially reported died of wounds at 
Seventh Casualty Clearing Station on 
vune 80th, 1917. Director of Records. 

Probably no family in Edmonton 
has suffered more severely by the war 
than Mr, and Mrs. Kinnaird, Their 
three boys, George David, Douglas and 
Thomas Anderson, all born in this city 
and just entering into the prime of 
manhood were among the first to en- 
list in Edmonton when the war broke 
out, 

Thomas, who had Joined the 2nd 
battery, C.F. A., in November, 1914, 
Was reported died of wounds on Oct. 
i6th, 1916, 

A few days ago the eldest, Lieut 
George, who was knewn generally as 
“Kenney” and who enlisted with the

SCHOOLS EXHIBIT 
VIEW OF TRAINING CHILDREN 
GET IN PRACTICAL EXHIBITIO 


Devoted To School And Art Worls—Various 
Schools Including High, Separate and Technical, Represente 
Display Embraces Paper Work, Basket Work, Weaving, Knit 
ood Work, and Printing. 


An Entire Buildi 


Drawing, Painting, 


Education has an even more proml- 
nent place at the exhibition of 1917 
than in former years, an entire build- 
tng being devoted to the school and 
art work, which has been exceeding 
its allotted space for the past few 
years. The various educational  es- 
tablishments of the city, including 
high schools, public and separate 
schools, as well as the city technical 
schools, are al: well represented with 
exhibits of various kinds, giving «a 
very clear indication of the high class 
educational work performed tn these 
several establishmbnts, Practically ev- 
ery school in the city has something 
to show, either in the art or in the ed- 
ucational section, 

As might be expected, the biggest 
display is made by the public and sep- 
arate schools, and includes paper fold- 
Ing, reed and raffia work, basket 
work, matting, weaving, knitting, 
swing, embroidery, crochet, drawing 
in all its branches, embracing free 
hand, model drawing, water colors, 
pen and ink drawing, brush work, 
stencilling, ete. 


Paper Work 

The course in paper work ts design- 
ed to give the little learners ideas of 
form, proportion and design and com- 
mepees with the elementary process 
of paper tearing. Even this appar- 
ently simple occupation has an edu- 
eational value, aud soon begins to as- 
sume an artistle character in the 
hands of the youthful students, This 
is followed up by paper cutting, fold- 
ing and sewing, simple figures being 
constructed at first and later on more 


difficult ones, euch as rough repres- 
entation of animals, birds, leaves. 
fruit, vegetables, familiar articles of 


furniture, etc, 

The underlying idea of form and 
design is never lost sight of in this 
educational process and fe continued 
in simple landscape work, depictiug 
som familiar scene, such as a river- 
side, with trees and cattle in the back- 
ground. 

All this development Is 
shown in the progressive work 
hibited from ‘he Junior grades, 

In the basket work and weaving 
some very pretty articles are display- 
ed, many of them representing an 
amount of painstaking and persever- 
ing effort hardly to be expected from 
such youthful workers. Some articles 
are shown here which could not be 
purchased for ten dollars, 

The weaving commences with the 
hand loom, goes on to machine work 
and shows some artistically finished 
articles, such as mats, trays, Tam 0° 
Shanters, etc. 

In the cardboard display by grades 
four and five a number of pretty ar- 
ticles, useful in the home or in the 
office, are shown, such as ledger 
covers, picture frames, blotting pads, 
etc. 

In the knitting display some very 
fine woollen socks from the Alex. 
Taylor school are shown, and though 
not entered for competition deserve a 
special word of praise. 

Art Work 

There is a very large display of art 
work from the various city schools, 
some of the exhibits displaying a par- 
ticularly high order of merit, the com- 
petitive work of grades nine and ten 
of the high schools being exceptional- 
ly meritorious. There are some beau- 
tiful specimens of shading and per- 
epective work in this section 

A few examples of geometrical and 
mechanical drawing are shown which 
are really excellent. Map drawing ex- 
hibits are also remarkably good, and 
include maps of Canada, the United 
States, North and South America, Eu- 
rope, Asta, Africa and Australia, ete. 
Some of the maps of Canada show 
the principal transportation routes 
and centres of population, while oth- 
ers indicate climate, productions, min- 
erals, ee. A very interesting exhibit 
in this department is a relief n#ap on 
the European war territory with all 
the principal battlefields specially 
marked. 

The nature study exhibit shows a 
number of plants and wild flowers of 
Alberta systematically classified and 
arranged. 

Some work books are presented, 
containing business correspondence, 
composition exercises, essays, ete. 

A good deal of high class work is 
shown in the needlework department 
The judging of this work was done 
yesterday by Mrs, Gossip, Calgary. 

In the cookery section several ap- 
petizing products of the culinary art 
are displayed, Including pies, puddings, 
candies, French pastries, etc. 

It should be noted that nearly all the 
foregoing work is conducted by the or- 
dinary staff of the public and separate 
schools, specialists being no longer em- 
ployed for this purpose. 

Wood Work 


In the wood work section a marked 
improvement is noticeable, both in the 
vality and the quantity of the exhibits. 

The articles displayed include desks, 
tables, Morris chairs, lamps, flower 
stands, cabinets, piano benches, trays, 
book cases, foot stools, picture frames, 
folding screens miniature table and 
chairs (children’s) and a_ host of 
minor articles too numerous to men- 
tlon. 
. These articles are produced with- 
out any of the improved machinery 
and appliances, available in modern, 
well equipped work shops. Yet they 
display a thoroughness of execution 
and an excellence of finish, not easily 
surpassed.

The live stock Industry of Alberta 
said Mr. Marshall, had been steadlly 
growing in importance and magnitude 
but never before had it occupied sc 
large a place in. the economy of the 
world.

Colllcut of Calgary. These two fa- 
mous bulls will be seen again this 
forenoon, when “Gay Lad" gomes into 
the ring in the 2-year-old Hereford 
class, and when “Martin Fairfax" ap- 
pears in exhibition with others in the 
same position which they took in yés- 
terday's ring.

Sir Sam Hughes, in the House of 
Commons on June 19th, spoke as fol-

I inust here say tn justice to the 
hon. member for Edmonton (Mr, Oli- 
ver) that it had been latimated to me 
last night that he had stated @hat I 
had been a party to helping the muni- 
tion worker to simugglie men out for 
munition work instead of sending 
them to the front. Imever did anything 
of the kind. . . . . 1 will deal 
with that matter a Iittle later, The 
dread was expressed tiat ‘vorkmen 
could not be found for the various fn- 
dustries and services in Canada and it 
gradually iook head, At the tine I 
suspected German gold, and = 80 in- 
formed the Prime Minister, The move- 
ment grew in force, and the Imperia 
Munitions Board, and, the Finance 
Minister each became anxious and re- 
strictive. Finally the head of the

Imperial Munitions Board; Mr, Fla- 
velle ,of the Imperial Munitions Board 
and others had been insistent in their 
demands that these men would not be 
taken, If the Prime Minister will per- 
mit me, I will read letters that will 
cover the thing, letters from himself. 

Sir Robert Borden: I would be very 
glad, 

Sir Sam Hughes: I would like the 
rime Minister to see one of the let- 
ters before I read it, 

Mr, Carroll: As a matter of fac., 
was not recruiting called off at Sydney 
and Glace Bay over a year ago’? 

Sir Sam Hughes: I did not call: it 
off. I will show the Prime Minister a 
copy of the leter; I have not the orig- 
inal here. 

Sir Robert Borden: The hon. gen- 
tleman can go on with his speech; I 
will make my reply. 

Sir Sam Hughes: Before I sailed for 
England in March, 1916, knowing that 
the Prime Minister had communicated 
his fears re the labor situation and 
the Quebec question to others—l 
might mention to Mr. Godfrey, of To 
ronto, gud @ number of others-——and it 
being tue transition period between 
winter billeting and spring encamp- 
ment, I yielded to his request and 
partially let up on recruiting, I told 
the Prime Minister that the 
only excuse I could make was 
that ic was between winter billeting 
and spring encampments at the time, 
ind the recordy will show that we did 
pot draw a man out, we did not give 
any men to the munitions; our officers 
simply did not exert *hemselves as 
vigorously as formerly, owing to the 
fact that we had no place to put the 
men without going to great expense, 
ind spring camps were being formed. 

It may be noted, incidentally, that 
these same organizations and gentle- 
men with affiliated interests, while 
prominent in patriotic and philanth- 
ropic professions, have, nevertheless, 
not been unmindful of the profiteering 
aspect of the war, hence, probably, 
their intense interest in the labor ques- 
tion, Only this week the-head of the 
Munitions Board has taken it on him- 
self to write a letter to the manufac- 
turers of this country practically de- 
manding that recruiting shall not in- 
terfere with his munitions, when every 
day if I go to any big factory in Mon- 
treal or Toronto I can see hundreds of 
men clamouring for work, I have 
seen five hundred men around the en- 
trance to a factory in Montreal in the 
morning looking for work ,at the very 
time these gentlemen were saying that 
we were taking away their workmen. 
There are 10,000 women in Toronto 
today, and hundreds of men, anxious 
for work in munition facitcries, and 
yet these gentlemen tell the public and 
the Government that we are interfer- 
ing with the work of the factories, 
when it is perfect nonsense to say so. 

Other contributing causes in the 
falling off of recruiting are, the abus- 
fye tone and language of many speak- 
ers at public meetings, calling indis- 
criminatel all those not enlisting 
“slackers.” “cowards,” “shirkers,” and 
thus forcing honest men to get their 
backs against the wall and hecome 
negative instead of positive. : 

Mr. Macdonald: Speaking at Lind. 
say, Ontario, on April 28, regarding 


the conditions of which he spoke and 
the agitation, the hon. gentleinan said; 
This unfortunately had an effect 
upon the Prime Minister, The re- 
sult was that J was asked in March 

1916, not to press recruiting, and 

recruiting today has been dead in 

Canada for fighting purposes. 

Do 1 understand the hon. gentleman 
to say that the statement made by him 
in Lindsay is quite correct? 

Sir Sam Hughes: I am quite sur- 
prised at the hon, gentleman asking 
any such question, That speech ts is- 
sued by myself, and 1 am not in the 
habit of issuing statements that I do 
not‘endorse. I will prove it before 1 
have finished, 

I had just referred to the abusive 
tone and language of many speakers 
at public meetings as one of the con- 
tributing causes in the falling off of 
recruiting. Many of these speakers 
were well-meaning gentlemen, fellows 
with their hair parted in the middle, 
coming out of the cities and towns, 
many of them not over the fighting 
age themselves, men who should have 
been in the trenches; and these men 
would lecture the fellows in the coun- 
try.. It Is a pleasant task for city 
chaps to lecture country boys on their 
duty. I could mention fifty men from 
different places, all of fghting age, 
who had the hardihood to go out and 
lecture men who, from one cause or 
another, were not going to the front.

The announcement that the Domin 
lon government will pay five per cent 
instead of three per cent. on the schoo 
land fund of Manitoba is interesting 
becaune it indicates a similar increase 
of revenue to Alberta from the same 
source, If this is put into effect for 
Alberta, it will mean an increased 
revenue for education purposes of at 
least $52,102.86 on. schoor land reve- 
nues alresdy collected, Were the 
school land fund properly accounted 
for and all overdue capital collected, 
the annual increase of revenue to the 
province would be $179,495.81 per 
year, 

The western provinces have a long- 
standing grievance on this score, The 
fund is derived from the sale of land: 
set apart in each township for schoo 
purposes. Like other natural re- 
sources, these lands, although reserv 
ed for the benefit of the province, are 


administered by the Dominion gov 
ernnéent. The Dominion sells this 
land from time to time, places’ the 


proceeds in a fund, which it invests in 
various securities, and pays the in- 


terest to the province. Up to date, 
the government has disposed of Al- 
berta bonds to the value of 


$4,749,819.55, and of this amount there 
is overdue principal uncollected 


amounting to $2,547,869.15. The Do-% 
minion government is in arrears to 
the province $783,041.93 on this ac 


count, 

Up to date the province has received 
only three per cent, on the principal 
collected, although very :ittle money 
in Canada is bringing less than 5 1-2 
per cent. at present. Provincial 
Treasurer Mitchell pointed out, at the 
last session, that the government's 
own war bonds would pay the prov- 
ince five per cent. 

The raising of the rate of interest is 
only one of the first steps necessary 
to the proper handling of this fund 
If the fund were accounted for pro- 
perly, the province should be receiv- 
ing $348,722 per year from this source 

The province expended $1,070,836 
on education for the year 1916, of 
which $600,085 were school grants. 
With an additional revenue of $180.- 
000 a great deal of necessary work 
could be carried on,

Today We Celebrate

Rear Admiral Henry Fiudson Suth- 
erland, retired, the last of the civil 
war naval heroes, is today celebrating 
his 66th birthday. He was retired 
from active service on his 62nd birth- 
day, July 10, 1914, according to the 
age limit fixed by congress for naval 
officers, Now that the country is at 
war, however, he has again been call- 
ed upon to help the navy with the yal- 
uable experience he gained during his 
many years in the service, Admiral 
Sutherland was born in’ New York 
City July 10, 1852, and by the time 
he was 14 years old had served a brief 
term in the volunteer navy during the 
latter part of the civil war. In 1867 
he enlisted again as a eval appren- 
tlee, In June of the following year he 
Was appointed to the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, He graduated in 1872, 
his first service as an officer being 
aboard the old frigate Tuscarora of 
the FPaeific fleet During the war 
with Spain he was in command of the 
gunboat Eegie and fought the first 
naval engagement in that war. In 
1906 Sutherland was prompted to the 
rank of captain ind four years later 
was raised to flag rank by President 
Taft, who placed him in command of 
the first division of the VPacifie fleet 
In 1911 he commanded the expedition 
that Invaded Nicaragua and re-estab- 
ished order in the Central American 
state. He was, until his retirement in
